ARAB-AMERICAN HORSE'S EXCELLENCE. 

Although never bred to as great an extent in 
America as in England, many good Arabian horses 
have been brought over and their influence Is very 
■ lolid-abt... especially in the old Morgans. They have 
also been used at different times to improve almost 
every type — draught horseS, roadsters, etc. 

The famous gray charger ridden liy General Wash- 
ington in the Revolution was a son of Ranger, a des- 
ert -bled Arab that was imported to New London, 
Conn.. alxMit 1705. In 1837 Commodore Elliott 
brought in a number of mares and stallions, hut, 
although recorded in Bruce’s American Stud Book, 
their disposition is not noted. Keene Richards also 
made some notable Importations in 1854, hut un- 
fortunately practically all were lost in the civil war. 

Altogether ill tire century between 1709 and 1800. 
forty-two Arab horses and twelve mares are known 
to have been imitorted to tin- United States, includ- 
ing those presented to General Grant by the Sultan 
of Turkey. Most of the best pure Arabs in the 
country are related to these. Of late years the 
greater number of Arabs have come from England 
justed of direct, though a few breeders have gone 
to Arabia for them. 

The practice of crossing Arabian horses witli 
American thoroughbreds that are used for speed 
lias become quite common of late years, for as a 
result of too much inbreeding and exaggerated de- 
velopment along racy lines the thoroughbreds have 
become high-strung animals, in many eases verging 
oil nervous wrecks. At the present time there are 
Severn I farms in this country which are unite suc- 
cessful iu breeding pure Arabs with other horses 
for various purposes. 

It is a mistaken though common opinion that all 
Arabs are either spotted or white. On the con- 
trary, there are no spotted horses in Arabia, and the 
only white animals are those that change from the 
gray iu old age. It has been estimated that about 
50 per cent, are bays, 30 per cent, grays and 20 per 
cent, chestnuts, witli an occasional black or brown. 

One of (lie ways of telling Arabian blood is by the 
color of the skin rather than the color of the hair. 
The skill is always slate color, without the slight- 
est K|>ot of white or any other color. 

Arabian horses have been deflnitely traced back 
as far as 1035 B. t'. to live beautiful inures owned 
by one Itabiab. a contemporary of King David. 
These live are tlie foundation of all our present day 
Arabs, their progeny having been bred in Arabia, 
without taint of foreign blood, for over 3.000 years. 

While the Arabs have always guarded their horses 
very carefully to keep the blood pure, and while 
their ways of rearing have been such as produced 
a line and hardy race, their method of selection of 
individuals for breeding never greatly modified the 
breed.
